U. S, POLICIES IN EUROPE RESULT 


DIRECTLY FROM FAR EAST 


SITUATION. 


WASHINGTON— There are several A 


B C's to be kept in mind in gauging the tips 
and downs of the European barometer. 


Probably tho most essential of these is 


the i'act that almost everything the United 
States does in Europe is a direct result of 
developments in tho Far East. 


Among these, the most important is the 


unprecedented liaison between the U. S. 
State Department and the British Foreign 
Office. This began some ago in dealing 
with China's currency problem. 


Long before1 that, the determination of 


a small group of Senators from a bloc of 
Far Western states to force up the price 
of s.ilver, had resulted in a policy of silver 
purchase by the United States Treasury. 
This, in turn, forced up the cost of living in 
Cjiina eventually caused the abandonment 
of the silver standard by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. 


Japan's military march into the north- 


ern provinces of China was partially an 
outgrowth of this silver policy. Japanese 
invasion would have come anyway, espe- 
cially because of the preoccupation of the 
British fleet in the Mediterranean. But the 
silver policy hastened it. 


CHINESE SILVER 


The abandonment of silver and the de- 


preciation of the' Chinese dollar made it 
Inpre difficult for Japanese goods to find 
a Chinese market. 
Japanese merchants 


found their wares piling up on the docks 
of Kobe and, Osaka. Japanese factories be- 
gan to close down. 


This gave the Japanese military clique 


tjiejr excuse. They raised a hue and cry 
for the occupation of North China. And 
Respite the protests of Great Britain and 
the hesitancy of the Japanese Foreign 
Qffipe, eventually they got their way. "
